The only ameliorating provisos are 
strictly of an emergency and tempor- 
ary character. Incoming vessels at 
sea when the effective hour arrives 
may bring liquor inside the three- 
mile limit for the last time, but it 
must remain under seal until the 
homeward voyage has started. Ships 
in distress may seek refuge in Amer- 
ican ports under the same condition, 
and there ts the usual exemption for 
medicinal, ““diplomatic’’ and sacra- 
mental liquor. 

Instructions Issued. 

Rut in all other cases ships which 
cross the deadline must cast into 
Davy Jones’ locker whatever intoxi- 
cants they have aboard. 

Inder the regulations customs 
officers are instructed, along with 
prohibition agents, to confiscate out- 
jawed liquor. A ship's owner and 
her master are alike amenable to 
the full penal provisions of the Vol- 
stead act upon conviction for viola- 
tion. 

Informal advices have reached th» | 
Treasury that most of the foreisn | 
shipping companies intend to make | 
very effort to comply with the law. 
Most officials agree that its enforce- 
ment will continue to prove embar- 
rassing to international commerce 
for some months, but Secretary M_cl- 
lon has only one hope of aljlevint- 
irg the condition, and that is by 
Congressional action. Even that 
hope is not entertained generally. 
There have been some threats that 
the ships of sonie foreign nations, 
whose laws require the serving of 
wine as a part of the crew ration, 
would dodge American ports here- 
after. One Spanish company has an- 
nounced. such a purpose, but its 
ships, it is said, make only month- 
ly callings at American ports. 
Changes in other shipping company 
schedules have not been made, and 
most officials here Bre inclined to 
the belief that the small profits lost 
by ships through operation of the 
law will be insufficient to tempt 
many to avoid entering American 
waters with remunerative cargoes. 

Some latitude has been given by 
the Treasury in dealing with med- 
icinal liquor, but the regulations re- 
Quire reports of a character and 
quantity sufficient to provide this 
Government with a definite check 
as to the améunt of liquor so han- | 
dled.

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As a youngster, Leo Rogers fed his mind and 
those of his companions on blood and thunder 
stories of desperate outlaws, Western bandits 
and gunmen. He admired Jesse James and others 
of his calling and his secret ambition was to be 
known and mentioned in the newspapers as a 
gavage desperado who wouldn’t submit to capture. 


His inordinate love of firearms probably led 
him to commit his first crime. At 14, he looted 
a hardware store of large quantities of arms and 
ammunition, which he stored away for future mse, 
and when he was sentenced to the penitentiary 
for seven years, he boasted that had plenty of 
ammunition hidden away and would ‘‘make some- 


When, after his release from prison, he was 
haled into court for carrying Wweapoms, Rogers 
flourished a pasteboard pistol and made a dash 
for liberty.

Whims Cost Him His Life | 


Once free of the law’s grasp, he encountered 
matters more serious than merely the gratifica- 
tion of foolish vanity. He was a fugitive from 
justice, a man hunted by the law, with a price 
on his head. That brought his mortal enemies, 
the police, into the affair and made it a fight 
to the death. So “‘Bad Leo’’ Rogers took two 
lives and lost his own—all for nothing ex- 
cept the indulgence of his whims. 

But when the final accounting came, as it 
was certain to come; when he was shot to death 
by the posse which had crept up on him in the 
woods on the shore of Lake Nipissing, he at 
least found the satisfaction of dying like a 
desperado, crumpling in his tracks while aim- 
ing his rifle to “‘get’”’ his third policeman. No 
doubt it was the death he would have chosen. 

Now that “Bad Leo” is safely buried and 
his career is only an unpleasant memory, the 
North Bay country is lapsing from its vig- 
ilance and venturing to resume its peaceful! 
activities. But old residents will tell you that 
not since the days when North Bay was a rail- 
way construction camp in the wilderness has it 
so much resembled a military post on the fron- 
tier as it did during those two weeks Rogers 
was gunning for policemen and policemen were 
gunning for Rogers. Never before had there 
been such a resort to armed preparedness, with 
s0 many pistols in view dangling from the 
waists of officers and citizens alike.

Police Station Like an Arsenal 


Especially was the nervous strain apparent 
about the town’s police station, which took on 
the appearance of an arsenal in state of siege. 


Sentinels with rifles in their hands and re-’ 


volvers at their waists kept close watch lest the 
man they hunted should turn hunter himself. 
The North Bay police had feared Rogers from 
the first; then when he had carried out his 
threat to kill Detective Fred Lefebvre. the 
threats he had made against other members of 
the force took on new weight, with the result 
that every man in any way connected with law 
enforcement went about his occupation prepared 
to face any emergency. The town hal! was 
guarded day and night, while the desperado ran 
at large. Every road leading into the city was 
picketed by sturdy Northerners, who peered 
cautiously from behind trees and rocks at 
travelers who approached. As the chase pro- 
gressed, khaki-clad officers arrived from all 
parts of the province, each carrying rifle, re- 
volver and full campaign equipment. . Auto- 
mobiles, with regular and special constables. 
dashed to and from the zone of war and over 
an area of 100 square miles men with a spirit 
of adventure in them took up their weapons and 
joined in the vigW or in the chase. : 
When word came that Rogers had killed 
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his second policeman and again escaped. 
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“BAD LEO” ROGERS, atin 
The Canadian desperado, who, at 14, was a convict and at 21 a hunted criminal 


with a price on his head. 


For two weeks he baffled Ontario’s most daring of- 


ficers in their attempt to kill or capture him. 


Sergt. Urquhart, too, alarm almost reached 
a state of frenzy. So when at last a boat came 
down the lake bearing the body of the outlaw it 
was not surprising that the town should give 
noisy expression of relief. The celebration that 
took place was one that might have resembled 
a Sioux scalp dance more than a demonstration 
of a civilized community. Especially was it a 
source of. relief to those threatened police- 
men to know that Leo Rogers had run his 
course. 


The story of “Bad Leo” Rogers and his long 


° 


string of crimes is one that goes batk to the 
days of hig childhood, to his reading of trashy 
nevels and the enacting of make-believe hold- 
ups with his playfellows, over whom he ex- 
erted' a powerful influence. If ever there was 
a criminal career that bore all the earmarks of 
having been shaped by blood-and-thunder lit- 
erature, that career was Leo Rogers’. Bvery 
game he played showed the influence of bad 
fiction and later, when his craving for adyen- 
ture outgrew childish play, bis misdeeds sav- 
ered of story-book origin. In almost every 


case they were committed, not for gain or neces- 
sity, but for the thrill of adventure and noto- 
riety. 

Born in England in 1902 and coming to Can- 
ada with his parents when a small child, there 
was little in his deportment to stamp him as 
having inclinations uncommon to other chil- 
dren of his age or to mark him as a mental de- 
fective. In school he was regarded as one of 
the brightest pupils of his grade. There ap- 
peared to be no abnormality in ‘his conduct. 
But he did have an extraordinary passion for 
adventure gtories of the Jesse James and Nick 
Carter stripe, and with that developed his love 
for firearms. 

His first crime, committed at the age of 14, 
after he had quit school and gone to work as a 
railroad fireman in the early days of the war, 
when man power was scarce in Canada, was one 
that might have been expected of a lad whose 
mind had been fed on tales of robbery. It was 
the theft of a large quantity of arms and am- 
munition from a North Bay hardware store. 
Then came his arrest and confession that he 
had planned the robbery of the North Bay Post- 
office and the Canadian Pacific Railroad sta- 
tion. He.escaped later when! his case was re- 
manded and was recaptured at Sudbury after 
a fierce struggle, in which he used a knife on 
his captors, declaring that no prison would ever 
hold him. 


| “Had Plenty Hidden Away” : 


With the trial for the store robbery came 
his conviction and a sentence to seven years in 
the Kingston Penitentiary, where he was to 
complete his training in outlawry. As he was 
taken away his ‘parting threat was: “Never 
mind; I have plenty of ammunition hidden 
away and I’ll make somebody pay for this.” 

Now, after all accounts are closed, it is to 
that prison term that his mother attributes his 
later crimes and death. 

“Sending a mere child to a ponitesiiiaes to 
grow up among hardened criminals would make 


.a desperado of any boy,” she declares, and 


there®are many who are inclined to agree with 


her. 
’ “t7e was a good boy at home,” she sayo. 
never had any trouble with him.” 


However that may be, Rogers was not at the. 


penitentiaty long before other criminal ten- 
dencies began to appear. Twice he led mur- 
derous assaults upon prison guards in efforts 
to escape, and his other acts frequently brought 
down disciplinary action upon him. 

Last Christmas, at the age of 21, Rogers was 
paroled and sent back to his parents. For a 
time illness kept him at home, but idle days 
grew heavy upon his hands and when the first 
of March came he left North Bay to seek em- 
ployment in Toronto. It may or may not have 
been mere coincidence, but at any rate during 
his month's stay in Toronto two hardware stores 
were robbed of guns and cartridges. Every- 
body began to recall Rogers’ failing for that 
sort of thing, so when he suddenly turned up 
in North Bay he was kept undér careful watch. 
Later it was reported that he was carrying two 


revolvers.

Pa., to have the legal act consummated. ‘'n «he 
few bequests were $1 for each of his five ch‘idren 
and two paragraphs of bitter excoriation of them 
as unfilial parasites who had denied him the 
duty and affection to which he was entitied by 
natural law, but on the contrary had beset him 
with annoyances and interference. 

Now the adopted daughter has scattered his 
ashes over the waters of mid-ocean, and peace 
comes to the family.

The problem of the monitoring 
stations is quite similar to tne prob- 
lem confronting the average “DX’’ 
fan. whose chief interest ‘n racio 
is his ability to tunes out local rta- 
tions and pick up those at distant 
points. 

To overcome the interference we 
conducted a line of experimentation 
with the result that a modification 
of the simple wave trap has been

sults have been obtained.

“These stations should all be al- 
losted to make use of considerable 
power, and in fact should be required 
to use fairly high power in order 
that listeners at distant points can 
p. These stations, which 
will no doubt number about 25 or 
30. should be called naWonal stations 
and their programs should accord- 
ingly be well balanced and not too 
much of local tnterest. 

All the other broadcasting stations 
‘should be put on a number of fixed 
wave lengths and permitted to go on 
sometBing like that whcih is going 
on now on 330 and 400 meters. In 
other words, a few special waves 
would be created for the national 
s.ations and the remainder would 
stay On some particular wave or 
grcup of waves which could bs as- 
signed them. 

The reason for the above plan is 
to try to approach the ideal as near- 
ly as it is possible to de this. In 
my estimation the ideal condition 
would be one under which it would 
be possible for the average person 
ty turn Bis dial to a fixed point and 
know that he would be able to pick 
up a certain station without inter- 
ference. Should he then find that 
the broedcasted material is such as 
to be uninteresting to him he cculd 
then turn to somie other station and 


\pick that one up, again without in- 


terference. If he is interested in lo- 
cai affairs or in a local program he 
ceculd tune dowm to that particular 
station. but he fs tn no wise bound 
to listen to one station to the exclu- 
sion of all others. It is realiezd that 
this is a somewhat idealistic state 
of affairs and a certain amount 
improvement in receiving apparatus 
will no doubt have to be brought up 
‘before this can be accomplished.

MOTOR LAWS ARE OFTEN 
VIOLATED BY DRIVERS 


Dealer Calls Attention to Traffic 
Regulations, Ordinarily 
Disregarded. 


In discussing the safety move- 
ment and the education of the auto- 


mobile driving public Maj. A. J. 
Wicks, local Apperson manager, 
states that a great number of auto- 
mobile drivers are apparently unfa- 
miliar with the State and city motor 
vehicle- laws, or are wilfully violat- 


jing them. 


One law which is most often vio- 
lated,”” says Wicks, “is that requir- 
ing drivers to pass to the right of 
the center of street intersections in 
turning from ohe street into another 
running at right angles. Probably 
90 per cent of automobile drivers 
“cut corners” when making a left 
turn, and this practice is, undoubt- 
edly, the cause of many accidents. 
It is a direct violation of the State 
and city motor vehicle laws. 6 

“Another traffic regulation can- 
stantly violated is the requiring ve- 
hicles to travel as near as possible 
to the right-hand curb. The “mid- 
dle of the road hog” insists on vio-

And there was this, too, that his 
friends did not mention to the British heir: At 
28 the future King Edward was a bearded, married 
man: at a similar age the Prince of Wales remains 
a fair-haired, beardless, undersized boy. 

Perhaps this is the story of the failufe of a royal 
Prince who tried to be too democratic. Perhaps, 
on the other hand, the Prince is a throwback who 
wes never suited for the role to which he was born. 
Whatever the moral, the facts are clear. Today 
the once adored Prince of Wales is the constant 
worry of his parents and the disappointment of the 
English people. 

It is a sad disillusion for them, they who thought 
they had found at last a real English champion of 
the royal idea. You have only to study the London 
newspapers, comparing them with those of a year 
ago, to note the decline in popular esteem of the 
Prince of Wales and the forced rise of his less at- 
tractive brother, the Duke of York, in his stead. 

At 8 in the morning Wales is up and driving his 
ear to a meet of the Pytchley or the Quorn, where 
he proceeds to fall off his horse. At midday he is 
photographed drinking champagne at a point to 
point meeting at which, in the course of the afttr- 
noon, he is thrown at the water jump and photo- 
graphed emerging Neptune-like, a dripping, draggly 
mass. And so back to London to dinner at the 
Ritz or the Claridge, with anybody who can afford 


$5 to say that they dined ‘“‘with the Prince 
of Wales.’’ And so on to a revue, some 
bright and tuneful mental narcotic. One 
show, called the ‘“*9 O’Clock Revue,”’ he has 
seen 16 times in three months, always sit- 
ting in the stalls and never in a»box, and 
going behind the scenes between the acts 
to chat with members of the company, or 
else standing sipping at the bar. All ex- 
cellent stuff—but think of Buckingham 
Palace. Twelve o'clock, the show is over. 
With his gay companions, of whom Lord 
Burghersh is the chief, H. R. H. repairs 
to the Queen’s Hall or Grafton’s Gallery 
Dance Club, sometimes escorting a society 
lady, such as Mrs. Dudley Ward: some- 
times a beautiful young actress, such as 
Beatrice Lillie. All excellent stuff—but 
think of Buckingham Palace! And so to 
bed, sometimes in St. James’ Palace, some- 
times in Clarges street. And then the 
round begins again. 

‘The engagements that the Prince has 
made six months ahead are broken regu- 
lary, and for months the Duke of York 
has had to fill the gap. You will hear 
many strange tales of the Prince and the 
Duke. How the former told the latter re- 
cently: “Carry on—marry Betty (Lady 
Elisabeth Bowes-Lyon). I never. will. 
And, what-is more, learn to be King of 
England. I never will be.’”’ This was 
reflected in a leader in the Times w-lcom- 
ing the engagement of the Duke, on which 
occasion the delicate health of the Prince 
of Wales was referred to. The Times is 
ever tactful. Perhaps the writer of that 
article knew that the delicacy of the Prince of 
Wales concerned his heart rather than his phy- 
sique. 

Real friends have told him: ‘You're so light. 
You are a jockey. Stick to racing, but don't do this 
cross-country stuff.’’ But the Prince, determined to 
emulate his heavier and excellent horseman friend 
“Burghy’ (Lord Burghersh), declines to listen. 
Six fall in the field in a week. The Brit- 
ish public whispers: “Is he trying to break his 
neck?” 

What is behind it all? Is this young man, who 
seemed destined to be the idol of his countrymen, 
just a lighthead? No. Those who mention the 
Prince of Wales over the teacups in London's select 
drawing rooms do not think of him as a lighthead. 
But for quite a time, now, they have been asking 
each other discreetly if the Prince may not be the 
victim af an unfortunate affair of fhe heart. Can 
it be. they ask, that all his recklessness may be at- 
tributed to the fact that the young Prince is infatu- 
ated with the lovely wife of some official in the royal 
household? May it not be that the Prince’s affection 
is insatiable, and that it is not reciprocated by the 
lady? Such luckless romances have been known to 
happen even among the members of royal house- 
holds. > 

What the end of it will be is the speculation today 
of exclusive London, in which circles the question 
is being asked if the Prince really wants to ascend 
the throne, and if he would not perhaps go to some 
extreme length to disqualify himself. 

The British people’s affection for the Prince of 
Wales, which seems to be waning now, could be 
illustrated in countless ways. It is just undeniable 
that, in the troubled times which overtook the world 
following the great war, he helped to knit the empire 
together more firmly. Sir Gilbert Parker has said 
that there never was a more gallant, modest and 
“all-around” effective bearer of that title. 

From such a lofty pedestal is the Prince apparent- 
ly about to topple, unless he mends his ways. But 
if he cares nothing about succeeding to the throne, 
that consideration will not influence him. And, as 
the English quaiatly say, there you are.

William S. Barnickel devoted siatenn years to making waste 
oil valuable and died when success came—By his process 


50,000,000 barrels of oil were reclaimed in the last year— 
Extraction of salt water made possible by his years of de- 
votion to one idea—His own story of hard work without 
encouragement—Part of the results of his.labors will go to

UCCESS and death came simultaneously to 
William S. Barnickel, orphan boy, who for 
16 years struggled in a basement labora- 
tory to learn the chemical secret of sepa- 
rating salt water from the millions of bar- 
rels of oil which were flowing away in the 
Southwestern oil field because the valuable 
oil was isolated into tiny globules by the water, ren- 
dering it useless. 

Barnickel found the secret and last year 50,000,- 
000 barrels of oil were reclaimed through it. He 
died last week in St. Louis, denied the fruits of his 
long effort, but leaving behind the document to 
stand as an inspiration for youth and effort for all 
time. 

Associates found it among his personal papers—a 
journal_of his long struggle, written last month ard 
lacking only the chapter on his death to complete 
it as a dramatic epic of the vicissitudes of genius, the 
weary way of the inventor or the pioneer. 

It is a tale of personal hardship, of jeers and ridi- 
cule and denial of his just return when jeers were 
turned to praise—of long nights and weary days, of 
refusal of aid, of difficulties in patent protection, 
of efforts at theft of his secret. of fevers and sick- 
ness and a final brief chapter of achievement. 

Barnickel last yvear was.offered $2,000,000 for his 
process. He chose to keep it. It returned him 
$500,000 in that vear. but. denying himself the bene- 
fit of the first fruit. he put the money back in the 
business. 

Then death—and as a final posthumous note, his 
will turning over to 11 of his employes and assaci- 
ates, a portion of the reward he ‘Senied himself. 
One-third of the income from his patent is to be di- 
vided among those who stood by him through his 
vicissitudes. 

The journal does not relate much of Barnickel’s 
successes, but much of the struggle for success. It 
does not contain the detail of the great moment 
of discovery. But his associates supply that lack. 

Previous apparent success had turned to ashes. 
His chemical formula that had caused the wealth of 
one large well to separate itself. from the dregs 
would not work on a second well and he had set to 
work to make it apply to oil wherever found in the 
great producing area of Oklahoma, Texas, Loiisiana 
and Kansas. Around him in his laboratory were 
samples in large jars from al! these states. 

Day and night for weeks he had mixed his chem- 
icals and poured them into the oils, with no apparent 
effect. One night in desperation and exasperation 
he dumped his latest fexrpula into the jars and went 
to bed—discouraged and hopeless. 

In the morning, he awoke to find that the formula 

had worked. Salt water stood at the bottom of the 
jars. Oil floated on the top — pure, usuable oil. 
And he had neglected to jot down the formula. 
Two more days of feverish tracing back and analy- 
sis and the secret was his. The 16-year search was 
ended. 
- Such is the story of his journal. It unfolds plain- 
ly, without whimperings at the tribulations endured, 
a chronicle of courage and personal satrifice. From 
the beginning: 

“Large quantities of cut oil- were going to waste 
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and being burned in all parts of the Oklahoma field. 
Cut oil, as it now is called in the oil fields, was not 
then understood. It was regarded as worse than 
worthless and was called ‘B. S.’ (base settlings, lit- 
erally). 

“In*the Glenn Pool, which then was a great oil 
field, large quantities of ‘B. S.” were flowing down 
the creeks and at one time during the year 1907 
the entire surface of the Arkansas River, into which 
these creeks flow, and even the surface of the Mis- 
sissippi River at New Orleans were covered with 
black. owW from this field. 

“This great economic waste so impressed me 
that I decided to make an investigation—first, to 
determine how long it had been going on and, next, 
to find a process for recovering this oil and diverting 
it into commercial channels. It was a large contract 
for one in my circumstances to undertake, single- 
handed, but even then I had greatly underestimated 
the task I had set out upon. 

“‘My work necessarily progressed slowly at first. 
It was difficult to obtain samples upon which to 
work in my laboratories or even to get much in- 
formatfon about it. At that time I had a laboratory 
at the Judge & Dolph drug store, one at the Ameri- 
can Medical College and one at home in my base- 
ment. I worked night and day and even Sunday on 
various chemical problems.” 

Barnickel left more than 20 notebooks crammed 
full of chemical formulas he had concocted and dis- 
carded before he found the formula which success- 
fully performed the. task he had set out to ac- 
com plish. 

Continuing his journal: “I succeeded in obtain- 
ing information which warranted me spending all my 
spare time and money on the problem. I learned 
that this substance, ‘B. S.,’ had not been encountered 
in the Pennsylvania or West Virginia oil fields, but 
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Viewed and studied great lakes of waste oil. 
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oil companies, and although I had failed 
a process for reclaiming the Caddo oil, I did 
e this fact public. 
the fall of 1911 I again made a trip to the 
oil field near Shreveport and found that the 
rs’ Oil Co., now the Texas Co., had brought 
i largest high gravity oil well ever found in the 
States, the Harrell No. 7, in the Monterey 
producing 40,000 barrels of oil.

“By the summer of 1913 everyone connected 
with me and my proposition was discouraged, be- 
cause it now looked as though I was not going to 
get a patent on my discovery. Knowing that I 
had made a new discovery, I resolved to go to 
Washington and see the patent examiners in per- 
son. 

“They were busy and I spent days waiting around 
the patent office, without much encouragement. 
Finally, after almost a month had passed, an in- 
terview was arranged by the Washington corre- 
spondent of my St, Louis patent attorneys, and 
after several interviews with the examiners and 
various demonstrations, they agreed to allow my 
patent. 

“My discovery was that ‘B. S.’ contained oil and 
salt water, which was held together in a homogen- 
eous mass by the aid of an emulsifying agent, and 
that by destroying this emulsifying agent by acting 
upon it with the proper chemical agents, the oil 
and water would separate naturally by gravity. 

“The examiners were very autocratic and refused 
to allow a patent on my discovery, denying that this 
‘B. S.’ and cut oil were emulsions, and would not 
permit me to make this statement in my patent. 
They required that I insert the statement ‘the exact 
composition of which is unknown to me,’ instead of 
the term ‘emulsifying agent.’ 

“They refused to give me a patent covering the 
principle which I had discovered. They treated me 
as though I did not know what I was talking about, 
and their unfamiliarity with the oil-producing busi- 
ness made it difficult for me to explain it so that 
they could undcrstand. | 

“My anxiety to end the delay and get to work 
treating oil caused me to accept just what they 
were willing to give me, though it was not what I 
was entitled to. I had discovered that this oil could 
be reclaimed by the use of chemical agents, the 
agent depending upon certain constituents of the 
emulsifying agent in the oil. 

“Upon returning to St. Louis I continued the re- 
search work in my laboratory for the rest of the 
year, all the while keeping in touch with the Lou- 
isiana oil fields. 

“TIT had expected that the results of my field work 
in 1911 would cause the oil companies to send for 
me whenever they had a well producing bad oil. In 
this I found that I was mistaken. On the contrary, 
opposition developed and they resented the idea of 
payimg a small percentage of the oil, although they 
expected me to stand all of the expense of reclaim- 
ing it. They did not believe in the process sufficient- 
ly to risk spending their own money to save the oil 
which had so long been regarded as worthless. It 
seemed that they would rather let the oil go to waste 
than let me make something out of it. 

“From the beginning I had met with opposition 
from the field workmen, who regarded me as a faker 
and as interfering with their work. They, being ig- 
norant,. ridiculed my process and gave me the cog- 
nomen of ‘B. S.’ Barnickel. 

“On the morning of Jan. 1, 1914, I left St. Louis 
for the oil fields with a determination to put my 
process into use on the best basis that I could. 

“T covered Louisiana, Texas and Oklahoma, talk- 


ing my process to heads of oil companies and field 
superintendents, returning to St. Louis Feb. 15. This 
trip did some good, for on Feb. 20 Mr. Loren E. 
Seneker of the Mount Vernon Oil Co., operating near 
Tulsa, Ok., called to see me about his oil, bringing 
a sample of it with him. 

“This was a small company owned by a circle of 
his friends. They had drilled two wells on a half 
section of land and had produced about 10,000 bar- 
rels of oil (B. S.) and had not sold a barrel of it, 
although they had been operating for almost a year 
and the company was about broke. 

“He madear ity contract with me and on Feb. 
26 I went to Tks to start- his company reclaiming 
their oil in their field at Tanaha. 

“Facilities were lacking and they had but one man 
on the lease and he did not believe in my proposi- 
tion. I went to the lease every day, arriving about 
daylight, after walking about seven miles each way, 
only to stand around in cold wind, because this one 
man was too busy to pay any attention to me. After 
a week of this I took the matter up with Mr. Sen- 
eker and began to get some action and in a few days 
this company sold their first oil to the pipe lines. 

“During the first month this company sold up- 
wards of 5000 barrels of reclaimed oil and in a few 
months they were on their feet. They finally sold 
their property at a handsome profit. I received only 
a portion of the royalty due me, and as there was 
no way of getting it without considerable legal ex- 
pense, I dropped the matter. 

“While I was still in Tulsa the Texas Co. wired 
me to come to Shreveport. They had brought in a 
large well in the field south of Shreveport, and had 
attempted unsuccessfully to treat the oil by heating 
it in tanks. All of the tanks had become filled and 
there was no other storage available. 

“It was difficult oil to treat and there was a 
shortage of help, so that I was compelled, knowing 
what this opportunity meant to my process, to work 
continuously without sleep for four days and nights. 
and when I did get sleep it was under the rear end 
of a field boiler, as there was no room for me in any 
of the bunkhouses. 

“In six days I had reclaimed and put into the pipe 
line 18,000 barrels of this oil and during the next 
two years the Texas Co. reclaimed 150.000 barrels 
of oil in this field by my process. 

“I had made a great success of it and the Texas Co. 
made a contract with me to use my. process on a 
royalty basis. 

“Match 13, 1915, I* received a message from the 
Standard Oil Co. at Shreveport. requesting me to 
come there and arrange to treat the oil of a large 
well which they had just brought in. I went there 
and reelaimed considerable oil. Here again I was 
given no men to assist me and it was necessary to 
remain at the plant which I had installed night and 
day, walking several miles for my meals to a field 
boarding house. I slept under a field boiler set up 
in the open air. This boiler had been abandoned 
several years before as being unsafe, but was _ fixed 
up and put into.use for this emergency. The crown- 
sheet at the top of the firebox was bulged out be- 
tween the staybolts until it resembled a quilt. The 
fireman who was supposed to run the boiler, which 
was fired with natural gas from the wells, usually

HILE Mr. Bryan and other scriptur- 
alists have been thundering against 
the teaching of the theory of evolu- 
tion, thus giving widespread pub- 
licity, plus impetus, to a movement 
by no means new, a poverty-bitten 
scientist ie Vienna has been round- 
ing out for presentation to the world the results of 
nearly 25 years’ study and experimentation tending 
toward proof that Darwin, Wallace, Huxley, Spencer 
and the rest of the early evolutionists were on the 
right road to a scientific explanation of the origin 
of species and the descent——otherwise ascent—of 
man. 

At Cambridge University in England the other day 
this Austrian savant, Dr. Paul Kammerer. deliv- 
ered his thunder. While there were no lightning: 
effects, no pyrotechnic display such as accom panies 
oratory at times, there was nevertheless a feature of 
the Kammerer announcement which learned biol- 
ogisis, had they any sense of humor, might describe 
as an eye-opener. 

For Dr. Kammerer told the scientists assembled 
to hear his lecture before the Cambridge Natural 
History Society that he had made the blind to see! 

The celebrated professor from the University of 
Vienna did not say it in these simple words. He 
employed scientific terminology. His paper, no 
deubt laboriously written out beforehand, teemed 
with double-truck words in three or four languages, 
words hard for the layman to understand. Dr. 
Kammerer was lecturing to scientists only. The sci- 
entists heard him gladly; and, though they under- 
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stood every word, they marveled greatly. Some of 
them came forth from the auditorium declaring that 
they had listened to a Man who had made epochal 
discoveries in biology. 

After the lecture there was an open display of 
certain exhibits used by Dr. Kammerer in support of 
the discoveries which he announced. The general 
public of the famous university town embraced op- 
portunity to-take a peek. There before their eyes 
was the only animal in the history of the universe, 
so far as terrestrial science is aware, that, born and 
brought up eyeless and sightless, has acquired eyes 
and eyesight and can see as well as anybody. 

It was not muck of an animal for size and quality, 
but it was alive and flourishing. Proteus is its fam- 
ily name. It is a newt, or salamander, an eel-like 
amphibian of a species that inhabits caves in Aus- 
tria. Look him up in your dictionary or your en- 
cyclopedia for further description. 

Thousands of years ago the ancestors of this newt 
of the year 1923 had eyes. That was when the 
Protean tribe inhabited the great outdoors where the 
sun shines. In time, for some reason, they took to 
cave life, swimming about in underground waters 
where sunshine never penetrates. Their eyes disap- 
peared, no doubt gradually. The skin grew over 
the places where the eyes used to be. There was left 
but a tiny, rudimentary optical suggestion covered 
by skin. Thus in the course of centuries the newt 
species went blind—blinder than any bat. They had 
no use for eyes, for vision is useless in the greenish 
gloom of the caves where they dwelt. The coloration 
pigments faded from their skin, leaving the little 
fellows a pale flesh tint. %

restore dormant faculties. It is only by self-control 
that we are law-abiding citizens. There is a some- 
thing inside every one of us urging us to- kick over 
the traces—the dormant instinct of the jungle. 

“Instead of supermen, we might become jungle 
people again. The animal instincts would all be 
restored and would become prominent. If anyone 
brings these dormant instincts back he will simply 
drive the race back to the jungle. 

“I could by experiment, produce a race of tailed 
men. That would not be producing a race with a 
new physical attribute; it would simply be reproduc- 
ing something that had previously existed but had 
become extinct.’’ 

Dr. G. Elliot Smith, professor of anatomy at Lon- 
don University, commented: “If Dr. Kammerer'’s 
contentions are right, the possibilities are infinite. 
He is a scientist of great eminence, and anything 
he puts forward must be received with respect and 
full consideration. His experiments are of the first 
im portance.” 

The opinion of Dr. F. H. A. Marshall, F. R. S., of 
Christ’s College, who is an acknowledged authority 
on the reproduction of species, is that Dr. Kam-

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merer’s work is the greatest step towards the solu- 
tion of the problem of the origin of species that has 
been made since Darwin’s time. 

“It is possible,”’ he said, “that work on these lines

“Up to now the problem has remained very much 
as Darwin left it. No experimental breeding work 
since his time has brought us any nearer to the an- 
swer to this great secret of life.

“‘Personally, I have always felt that environment 
must be the important factor at some stage or other 
in bringing about new forms or variations. 


“The science of eugenics is so much in its infancy 
that we cannot go into the question of the inher- 
itance of acquired characteristics with any hope 
of definite prophecy. I would not like to say 
whether acquired mental brilliance can be made 
heritable. Dr. Kammerer thinks it can, and I do not 
deny the possibility. It is a case where we must 
wait and see.”’

“I know no other recent work on these lines which 
is a patch on that of Dr. Kammerer. He has made 
scientists of every train of thought sit up. His dis- 
coveries are of immense theoretical importance.

As night closed in upon the city, men rushed 
hither and thither like stricken. beasts seeking 
refuge. They realized in one swift flash of compre- 
hension what that day’s work meant to them. It 
meant ruin—loss of home, themselves in rags, their 
wives and children crying for bread. Men who had 
been in good standing, financially and socially, be- 
held themselves disgraced and impov@'‘shed. Debt- 
ors’ prisons loomed for hundreds who never had seen 
a jail’s inside. 

Next day the Stock Exchange appointed a com- 
mittee of inqviry. The finding was that there had 
been——-what could not possibly Mappen now2adays— 
anews conspiracy. Some group’of miscreants, with 
a view to filling their own pockets by a false up- 
thrust of values, had fabricated the story of the kill- 
ing of Napoleon. the rout of his army, the arrival 
of the allies at Paris, the end of the long war. The 
harsh fact was that. within a week, Napoleon had 
won two victories; and he still was 16 months from 
Waterloo! 

It developed that in the day’s mad fury. contracts 
for the purchase of $5,000,000 in Government bonds 
had been made, and one broker had unloaded more 
than $4,000,000 of stock in various companies, re- 
alizing a profit of $750,000. Thousands had bought 
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worthless scrip that now remained worthless. 
Well, somebody must do penance for the sin. 


' And now war-torn London was due for -another 


shock. The outstanding naval hero of the day, 
Lord Cochrane, was accused of being ringleader in 
the conspiracy. His uncle, Cochrane Johnstone, also 
was accused. Both were found guilty. Each ‘was 
sentenced to pay a fine of $5000 and to serve a year 
in prison. In addition, Lord Cochrane was to stand 
in the pillory for an hour, in public view. 

Cochrane, though less than 4Q years old, had 
long string of brilliant naval victories to his credit. 
He was then, in 1814, a member of Parliament, rep- 
resenting the important electorate of Westminster. 
His colleague fromy Westminster in the House of 
Commons was Sir Francis Burdett. 

“If Cochrane stands in the pillory,”’ said Sir Fran- 
cis, “I will stand there with him!” 

Public indignation caused revocation of the pi!- 
lory part of the sentence. But Cochrane went to 
prison, protesting innocence. He had become upn- 
popular with certain men higher up in the navy and 
in the Government, chiefly because he had protested 
against corruption, cowardice and incompetence in 
naval affairs. His enemies alleged that he had made 
$50,000 out of the peace-news hoax. At his trial 
the Judge delivered a charge to the jury highly 
prejudicial to the defendant. The general public, 


‘including many of the men who had been victimized 


by the hoax, believed in Cochrane’s innocence. 

Cochfane’s name was erased from thea navy list. 
He was expelled from the House of Commons, but 
Westminster immediately re-elected him. After a 
few months in confinement he scaled the walls of 
the prison and escaped. A few days later he took his 
seatin Parliament. But he was taken back to prison. 

It is said that the Bank of Entkland still preserves 
a banknote in the sum of 1000 pounds ($5000, ap- 
proximately) with which Lord Cochrane paid “his 
fine, and on which he wrote, in King’s Bench Prison, 
July 3, 1815, this indorsement: 

‘“‘My health having suffered by long and close con- 
finement, and my oppressors being resolved to de- 
prive me of property or life, I submit to robbery to 
protect myself from murder, in the hope that I shal] 
live to bring the delinquents to justice. 

° “COCHRANE.” 


Though Lord Cochrane was unable to bring the 
delinquents to justice, he lived to clear his own 
name and to write that name high upon the roll of 
the world’s heroic adventurers. It was not until 
1877, many years after his death, that the British 
Government finally made full financial restitution, 
though long before the falsely accused man died he 
had been restored to all the honors he had won. 

In the meantime this fighting nobleman experi- 
enced a life of activities seldom equaled by mortal 
man. Books have been filled with thrilling recitals 
of his adventurous career as a naval commander 
both for his own country and for foreign lands. He 
was a shining proof of the fact that you can’t keep 
a good man down. 

Disgraced and repudiated by his own country, Lord 
Cochrane went to South America, where the people 
were revolting against the misrule of Spain. For 
years he served as Admiral in the navies of Chile 
and Peru, achieving astounding’ victories against the 
Spaniards. Then he became chief of the navy of 
Brazil in fighting the Portuguese. In 1832 he was 
restored to his rank in the British navy and to all his 
honors, as a public and formal admission that injus- 
tice had been done to him 18 years earlier by a preju- 
diced Judge and a biased or ignorant jury. In 1854 
he was made Rear Admiral of England. He died 
in 1860 and was buried in Westminster Abbey. Sev- 
enteen years later his descendents received from the 
Government all the pay that had been withheld dur- 
ing his years of undeserved disgrace. 


But how did Lord Cochrane happen to suffer so 
severely for the great news hoax of Feb. 21, 1814? 
And what became of Col. du Borg when that startling 
apparition dashed in from Dover and disappeared 
in the London streets? These two questions* have 
close connection. 

A man named De Berenger assumed the scarlet 
uniform of a British aid de camp and the style and 
title of Col. du Borg. After his spectacular dash-in 
with the wonderful news, he went straight to Lord 
Cochrane’s house. He represented himself as being 
involved in pecuniary distress and begged assistance 
from Cochrane, who gave him some old clothes. 

The spurious Col. du Borg begged Lord Cochrane 
to provide him passage for America.~ The latter 
refused unless he could get sanction from the Admir- 
ality, which was not forthcoming. These facts were 
brought out at the trial, and the defendant admitted 
them; but they were the only circumstances connect- 
ing the future Earl of Dundonald with the news 
conspiracy. The young nobleman’s naval and polit- 
ical enemies did the rest. 

Lord Cochrane’s uncle is accepted by history as 
the gailty party. It was he, Coch e Johnstone. 
who employed De Berenger, or Du Borg, and the 
three men in officers’ uniforms who dashed in over 
London Bridge. This quartette of petty scoundrels 
never came to trial. No doubt they got their pay 
as promised by Johnstone. :

All he had to do, she said, was 
to take out the cork. and there you were. Pop! 
Fame and money’ Odd, wasn't it. that he who had 
hunted the sea floors for true orients, the hearts of 
mountains for bright metals and glittering stones, 
should find what he sought in a common ink pot! 

A playwright, with a dependable bank account as 
his future buckler, and all of it due to one of those 
tucredible twists of fate which defy analysis! Penni- 
less, half broken in spirit. he had recklessly applied 
for the position of amenuensis to a politician who 
was gadding about the country, haranguing the peo- 
ple upon their passivity under the heel of platocracy: 
publicly, rather a bombastic individual. but in pri- 
vate a kindly. generous man Upon a certain day 
Marley had difidentiv announced to his benefactor 
that he had written a play during his leisure hours. 
Promptly the orator had taken it to a managerial 
friend of his, who wih equal promptness had re- 
turned it, but with a mead of praise and some il- 
luminating advice. The second manager accepted it 
lt was produced. It ran for a year. The world be- 
same a fairyland. a place of unrealities;: for he was 
pot blind to the fact that it was all pure luck. 

Singularly enough, the play had found no gateway 
into New York A Chinese wall of prejudice sur- 
rounds that mad city. The countersign is money. 
If you have none you cannot enter. Success, to be 
recognized in New York, must be made there: al! 
things from without are considered spurious. 

Tomorrow night. Monday. New York was to see 
what he could do. what he knew apout humanity 
whether he saw truth squarely or obliquely. whether 
his vehicle of expression. was trite or fresh At the 
dress rehearsal the night before everyone had been 
letter perfect. But the smoothness of dress rehear- 
sals may deceive the most astute of stage managers. 
The ease with which the four acts had gone to the 
climax worried the dramatist. Stagefolk have a good 
many superstitions, among these being this one. that 
perfect dress rehearsais presage perfect failures. 
Well, Tuesday morning would tell; the jury of critics 
would bring in the verdict

Swatting flies. com- 
mendable a pastime as it is, is not in 
itself as important an eradicative meas- 
ure as are others which aim to elimi- 
rate the breeding places of flies. It is, 
therefore, our purpose in this bulletin

The most successful method of rid- 
cing a community of flies is to institute 
and continue a campaign to thatend. It 
is only by united efforts of all residents, 
supplemented by the support of health 
departments and service organizations 
generally, that progress in fly eradica- 
tion is possible. This does not mean 
that individual effort should be subordi- 
nated or submerged or that the cleanli- 
ness of premises is not of value. It only 
means that the problem should be at- 
tacked as a whole and that the united 
effort of every citizen is necessary for 
its solution. . 
| The time of the year has an impor- 
tant bearing upon the success of a fly- 
eradication campaign. Ordinarily such 
campaigns are instituted too late in the 
season to be effective. 
fly-eradicative campaigns until the 
natural increase in the fly population 
| such measures futile. The 
‘chances of success of any campaign di- 
minish rapidly as the summer months 
‘pass. Fly prevention is much more suc- 
(cessful than fly eradication, and this 
aspect of the problem should be borne in 
mind. 


Of eradicative measures, those which 
aim to control the development of the 
‘larvee hold first rank, while those insti- 
tuted against adult flies are usually 
‘much less successful. As long as fly- 
breeding areas is the first requisite. 
dertake suppressive measures of other 
character; therefore, the control of fly- 
breeding areas is the first requisite 
, This means that the highest standard of 
community cleanliness must prevail, 
that the accumulation of refuse and rub- 
_bish must be avoided and particularly 
‘that the proper disposal of garbage and 
organic waste must be provided. When 
you realize that even small amounis cf 
this kind of material may serve for the 
development of countless larvae, the im- 
portance of its removal is apparent 


If you live in the country you should 
know that refuse from stables cozxsti- 
tutes the favorite breeding place for 
‘flies. On the farm the problem of the 
disposal of stable refuse is not at all 
simple. Accumulations are largely un- 
avoidable and fiies may even breed in 
that which is distributed on the soil for 
fertilizing purposes. Where it is im- 
possible properly to protect piles of 
stable refuse, treatment with certain 
vegetable and chemical products with 
the idea of destroying both the eggs 
and the. larvae is to be recommended. 
/Of such substances, borax is probably 
the best, applied either in solution or 
sprinkled over the pile and then 
moistened with water. 

/ If stable refuse can neither be pro- 
_tected nor treated, its frequent removal

becomes necessary. Asa matter of fact, 
frequent removal is to be recommended. 
It is essential that refuse be removed at 
least every four days if fly breeding is 
to be prevented. 

The disposal of sewage also deserves 
attention, as flies which develop in or 
frequent such waste are many times 
more dangerous than those which fre 
quent other filthy areas. All household 
refuse should be kept in air-tight and 
water-tight receptacles possessing ac- 
curately fitting lids, not only to prevent 
the access of flies, but all other vermin 
as well. 

Collections of rubbish about the yards 
are responsible for much of the fly 
breeding and public dumps also con- 
stitute a prolific source of these insects. 
If accumulations of rubbish are per- 
mitted, fly breeding is inevitable. 

Of the measures directed against 
flies, screening is the most important. 
The unscreened house and the unpro- 
tected outhouse constitute a menace 
which no family should _ tolerate. 
Screens, as usually applied, do not keep 
out all flies, but if the screening is 
properly done 90 per cent of the flies 
are prevented from entering and the 
danger is therefore reduced by just that 
percentage. Furthermore, the few that 
do enter may be swatted. Every room 
in the house should be screened. 

The devices for ridding rooms of flies 
are many, varying from traps, poisons 
and papers to fumigators. Most of 
these are objectionable in one way or 
another and many are ineffective. 

Of substances poisonous to flies, for- 
malin is very useful. Formalin should 
be diluted with about 40 per cent of 
sweetened water and placed in saucers 
about the room. At the same time all 
other liquids should be removed. If 
flies are denied all fluids for several 
hours they will drink the solution and 
die. You should beware of fly poisons, 
however, particularly those composed 
of arsenic. Fatal cases of child poison- 
ing through the use of such compounds 
are far too frequent. 

Sticky fly papers help reduce the 
number of flies,,even though they are 
not the mark of good housekeeping.

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GLAND DEMAND HAS RAISED PRICE OF CHIMPANZEES 


R. SERGE VORONOFF’S monkey-gland expert- 
ments have led to the startling discovery that 
apparently it is possible to transplant all the 
vital organs of a chimpanzee to human beings, 


' according to recent advice from Paris. 


“Il am using four different glands from every chim- 
panzee received from Africa, notably thyroid glands 
for weak-minded children,” says Dr. Voronoff. 


“All chimpanzee glands which I have ‘transplanted 
have thrived so well in the human body that I have 
tried the lesser organs, which also are thriving well. I 
am experimenting now on major organs, and I expect 
to announce soon that a man may have any new organ 
he desires. 

“The chimpanzee is the only species of the monkey 
that can be used, it being wonderfuly like a human. 
The organs are identical and the bloods are indistin- 
‘guishable. Chimpanzees now cost more than $500 
apiece. 

Dr. Voronoff himself bears the entire cost of the re- 
juvenation operations, since he inherited more than 
$5,000,000 from the estate of his wife, who was Fanny 
Bostwick, the daughter of Jabez Bostwick of New 
York. 

“| do not pretend to transform the aged into youths, 
but I can push back a man’s age twenty or thirty 


years,” he says, “making his faculties more vigor- 
ous. I have been operating continuously on human 
beings since October, 1919, and on goats over a longer 
period. The full effect of an operation is felt only after 


three years.” , 

Dr. Voronoff added that only the searcity of chim- 
panzees has prevented his performing daily operations 
in his Paris laboratory, as he has a long waiting list.

When the pictures of scene and sound are being 
taken, the director in charge will no longer be able 
to vociferate his instructions and admonitions 
through a megaphone. He will have to maintain 
perfect silence, while the actors and musicians do 
all the noise making. He will probably be driven 
to the use of wild semaphore gesticulatione. 

In the field of pure science there is no telling what 
results this new opportunity for studying the nature 
of sound will have. The possibility of a complete 
visible chart or map of every conceivable sound com- 
bination, accurately picturing the actual waves or 
vibrations and enlarging them with photographic 
apparatus to any desired size, will no doubt lead to 
interesting and perhaps momentous discoveries. 


Composers of music also will no doubt derive 
many valuable hints from a study of the sound bands

combinations. And Dr. de Forest has already pro- 
cured some strange new effects, which he describes 
as not unpleasant, by running music records back- 
ward through his machine.

- if my process was to be used extensively 
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crawled into the tool chest and slept 
until morning. 

“The oil men had somehow got the 
idea that there was no work connected 
with treating this oil, which accounted 
for their failure to give me proper as- 
sistance. It began to be apparent that 


it would be necessary to have my chem- 
iedl manufactured in large quantities 
and shipped to the field ready for use. 
So I decided to establish a factory. 

“I found a small building in St. Louis 
which I rented cheaply, in April, 1916, 
and began to install the machinery. This 
building was located in a negro neigh- 
borhood and across the street from a 
notorious gang hangout. It had been 
used as a packing house some years be- 
fore and was in a filthy condition. 
Every window was broken and some of 
them missing entirely, amd there were 
no locks on the doors. I spent an entire 
month cleaning, scrubbing and repairing 
the building. It was necessary to dis- 
infect the building thoroughly on ac- 
count of the remnants of its packing 
house days. With the exception of one 
young man to assist me, I did all of 
this work, beginning each day, includ- 
ing Sunday, at daylight and working 
until dusk. . t 

“By September I had assembled to- 
gether everything required to start with 
and began to experiment with the man- 
ufacturing. Many difficulties arose but 
all were worked out. 

“It was now necessary to have a trade 
name for my product. I wrote down a 
list of names, most of them coined and 
meaning nothing in particular. From 
this list I selected the name Tret-O-Lite 
as being the best which I had written. 
Less than 30 minutes was spent on this 
and my young man and I laughed about} 
it, not realizing how well known this 
hame was to become in a few years. 

“My capacity at the beginning was 
about five drums per month, and I be- 
gan to demonstrate my process. 

“I went to Tulsa, where I made dem- 
onstrations on barrel lots of ‘B. S.’ in 
the surrounding oil fields and refineries. 
These demonstrations were quite spec-' 
tacular and the oil men who witnessed 
them would seem dazed and bewildered, 
as they always had previously made up 
their minds that what I was about to 
do could not be done. 

“In preparing for a demonstration 
they would give me the worst of this 
‘B. S.’ they could find, and when I had 
separated it into ofl and water they 
would hardly believe that it was oil, but 
would take samples to chemists at re- 
fineries for analysis. 

“It was sometimes difficult to get 
them to admit that it was oil, and all 
that I could get them to say was that it 
looked like oil, smelled like oil and 
burned like oil. 

“On Nov. 17, 1916, I s6ld two drums 
of Tret-O-Lite to Cosden & Co.’s refin- 
eries and on Nov. 20 one drum to Cos- 
den Oil and Gas Co. 


“While waiting to make further dem- 


onstrations I received a message order- 
ing two drums of Tret-O-Lite for dem- 
onstration in the Cushing field, near 
Drumright. 

“The Tret-O-Lite arrived, and Dec. 
5, in the midst of a blizzard, we rigged 
tp a plant and treated a 1600-barrel 
tank of oil. working late into the night. 


We drove back 
to Drumright, about 20 miles away. 
after midnight, in the worst blizzard I 
have ever been in. Here again we were 
given little aid and nothing but junk 
with which to work, but the results ob- 
tained made this company one of our 
best customers.”’
